‘The Italian Ho peng ne not yet opened} 
for the season, but which I am given to understand 
is by far the largest and most splendid theatrical 
establishment in London. Then there is Astley’s, 
in the quadruped line, where dramas written by 
asses are played by horses—where the business of 
the scene is en croupe, and ladies are 
courted and tyrants slaughtered at a three-quarter 
or afull gallop. Sadler’s Wells,once famous 
for heroic actions and real water, swearing and to- 
bacco. Here ships were nightly wrecked and long 
boats overturned, and sailors continually employed 
in jumping overboard to save beauty and innocence, 
in wet white garments, from a watery grave. The 
performers were a species of amphibious animals, 
and passed half their time in fluids ; and the best 
swimmer was, next to the Newfoundland dog, the 
most import:nt personage in the establishment.— 
Here it was that the “Courageous Coral Diver, or 
the Shark of the Gulf of California,” had such a 
successful run. The “Humane Society for the re- 
covery of drowned persons” allowed, I believe, 
their drag-nets, warm flannels, stomach- f 
and other apparatus to be kept in readiness at this 
theatre in case of accident; but still they could not 
prevent the hs, colds, catarrhs, ne 
complaints incident to such an otter-like state of 
existence —the real water was therefore discontin- 
uéd—the sea was sunk, and the ocean isnow made 
of carpets and painted sail-cloti:, as in other estab- 
i nts. 

ie pesides these, there is an infinite number of minor 
theatres, with the names of half of which I am unac- 
quainted. Some of the major-minors are highly 
respectable, and not urifrequently have first-rate 
talent on their boards; but the minor-minors are, 
for the most part, from stage to gallery, an unmix: 
ed mass of i and vulgarity. Here is per-
